The first land for the Michigan National Guard Camp at.Camp Grayling was 
donated tothe State-of Michigan in 1413 by Rasmus Hanson, an early lumbetman, Be- 
cause of if being centrally located in the state it'was suitable for a campsite and was 
accepied—by both the Governor and ‘the Military Board. The camp was first known 
as Camp Ferris in honor of Woodbridge N. Ferris, who was then Governor of: Mich- 
igan. I covered an area of 12,920 acres and was located southwest of Grayling, along 
the south and west shores of Lake Margrethe. 

& 

A contingent of engineers arrived in 1913, The first troops reached camp in 1914. 
At first only one regiment of 1,000 men was stationed at the camp at one time. In 
‘915 two regiments of 2,000 men arrived for work and training, 


One of the first buildings built on the grounds was. ‘the Commander’s or Super- 
intendent's resident, which was begun in 1913 and completed in 1914. The warehouse, 
wh:ch was 40 x:150 feet in size, was compleied in 1914. In 1946 it was ‘destroyed by 
fire. The Officer's Club was a gift from Rasmus Hanson in 1917. The teamster’s. 
home, located near the ice house, was completed in 1915. The cost of the above 


- buildings is not known, In 1917 a power plant, reservoir, hopsital, warehouse, ad- 


ministration building, and 60 messhalls were constructed. Numerous horse barns 
were built in different areas of the camp. 


Irn 1923 the small arms ammunition building and in 1933 the animal shelter were 
destroyed by fire. The wind demolished 12 messhalls in 1920, and in 1852-53 500 
tents were destroyed.

Superintendents of Camp Grayling in chronological order have been: Captain 
Willard Case of Owosso, Michigan; Henry Baumgras, who died in 1931 and who was 
cnly a seasonal or summer Superintendent; George A. Schaible, Sr., who served from 
1918 to 1958 and then retired: and Bill J. Kinkerter, 1958 to the present time. The 
Cump Commanders or Superintendents receive their appointments from the Quarter- 
master General of Michigan. 


The office of the et ec teas was first located in Building 13. In 1960 it was 
d just heen erected. 


The Superintendent was first housed on the post in 1914. Other employees who 
lived on the post were: Mr. James Fletcher, a teamster who cared for the camp horses 


“arid mules, fn 1918; Colonel John Erkes, who moved to the camp in 1921; Ernest 


Larson, in 1935; “Richard-bovely_and George Hilton, in 1938; and Carlylo Brown and 
Clair Smith, in 1943. The main purpose lihaving these employees live on the post was 
'o provide security, care, and maintenance of property, buildings, roads, grounds, ete.

The New York Central built the railroad spur into Camp Grayling. It was con- 
structed-tor the National Guard use, and the station was designated as Rasmus Station 
by the New York Central Railroad Company becanse Rasmus Hanson had donated 
the land, It was buili after the camp was established. 


The first water and sewer lines at the-main camp were started in 1928 and com- 
pleted in 1929. For the disposal of sewage there was installed a system of troughs 
which spread the sewage over an area which must be kept free of weeds and grass. 


Ice was cut from Lake Margrethe during the winter and stored for summer 
camp use from 1918 to 1960. The snow was scraped ftom the ice on the lake after 
the ice had reached the depth of approximately 16 inches, First the ice was marked 
and partly cut by an ice plow pulled by a team of horses, Then the cutting was com- 
pleted by men using saws and spuds. The ice was then floated to shore by men and 
12 to 18 cakes were pulled up each time into the ice house in a chute by a team of 
horses. In later years it was done by a truck. The ice house was located near Lake 
Margrethe. Sawdust was used to cover the ice to keen it from melting. Approximately 
7,500 cakes of ice could be stored in the building. 


Pumps operated by gasoline engines | were used in 1916 to soppy the ¢ camp with 
drinking water. There was a 32000 gallon reservoir in use too. An additiona) pump- 
ing station with two 6 inch wells, having a 150 gallon per minute capacity, was in 
use in 1928, along with a reservoir with a 50,000 gallon capacity. The last two pump- 
ing stations were built in 1949 and 1950 along with a 500,000 gallon reservoir. Two 
gasoline generators have been held in reserve in case of power failure. 


The food or subsistence is shipped from the Military subsistence Supply Center, 
Chicago, Illinois, and from the United States General Depots. Officers and unit messes 
are permitted to supplemenf rations locally in limted quantities if they desire. 


The cavalry became a part of the National Guard unit in 1916 and was last used 
in 1932. The horses used were Government owned and were purchased at regular 
army camps. They were shipped to camps as needed. When not in session the hor- 
ses were housed and cared for at home station armories. In 1933 the entire camp 
was motorized and all horses were taken away from the camp.

Tanks were first brought into the 
camp in 1948.Nearly all types of live ammunition used in regular military training 
camps have been used at Camp Grayling. This includes the Honest John Rocket.

Between 1918 and- 192] some land fot artillery ranges was bought. Other land 
has beén acquired so that by now approximately 130,000 acres are either being 
leased or are owned by the Military Department. Right to use land not owned by 
the Department is secured through permits, and land is leased from the Federal and 
State governments “and from private owners. ; 


No yeat-round maintenance crews were employed at Camp Grayling unti] 1938. 
Before 1938 two men resided in the camp as caretakers but extra men were hired 
for this work during the summer. At present 38 local men who are not members of 
the Guard and 30 local men who are members of the National Guard are employed 
at the camp and airport as the year-round maintenance crew. 


In 1927-1928 the Nationa} Guard Air Squadron at Detroit needed training space. 
For this purpose the Grayling airport was first constructed. Mr. George Schaible, 
Camp Superintendent, cleared the land in 1927. Two messhalls were built. A pump- 
ing station with a 1,000 capacity tank, a three inch well, and chemical toilets were 
installed at the airport. When the base was first built runways were short and 
made of sand. In 1936 runways were enlarged and black topped. Iri 1942 barricks 


...and_a P X were erected, and a control tower and fire department were added. The 


airport was enlarged and the work on if wad completed in 1943. To-facilitate tank 
movement to the training area the tank maintenance shop was moved from Camp 
Grayling to the airport in 1960. Except during World War II years, when the Fed-. .—. 
eral Goverment took over thé airport, the National Guard has assumed the respon- 
sibility of the maintenance of the airport. 


Artillery units marched from Detroit to Camp Grayling for training, bringing 
tractors and field pieces with them. (The date is believed to be about 1925.) The 
119th Field Artillary and horses marched from Sterling, Michigan, a five mile hike, 
in 1925. After the training period had ended the 119th Field Artillery and horses 
marched from Camp Grayling to Lansing in 1933. This was a sixteen day hike. In 
1960, 196l,and 1962 troops were flown in to the sirport and walked from there to 
Camp Grayling. 

In 1929 other State Guard units began using the camp. An anti-aircraft unit 
from MNlinois used it that year, In 1951 three states - Indiana, Illinois, and Ohio 
used it. . 


In 1936 the Michigan Nation Guard trained at penne so the camp was not 
used that year. 


This year, in addition to the Michigan National Guard, the Indiana, Ohio, and 
lowa troops will train here.
